ORDER

On August 31, 2017, the Commission issued an Order initiating a two-year review 

of Kentucky Power Company's ("Kentucky Power'' or the "Company") environmental 

surcharge. To facilitate the review, a procedural schedule was set forth as Appendix A 

to the August 31 , 2017 Order. The first step of the procedural schedule requires Kentucky 

Power to submit responses to the questions listed in Appendix B to the August 31 , 2017 

Order no later than September 21 , 2017. 

On September 11 , 2017, Kentucky Power moved to amend the procedural 

schedule by extending by one week, to September 28, 2017, the date by which Kentucky 

Power must file its testimony and responses to Commission Staff's First Request for 

Information ("Staff's First Request"). In support of its motion, Kentucky Power states that 

its resources currently are fully engaged in responding to information requests in the 



pending six-month review of the operation of its fuel adjustment clause, 1 and in its pending 

base rate case.2 

Kentucky Power's responses to Staff's first set of information requests in the fuel 

adjustment clause case are due on September 13, 2017. In addition , the Company is 

responding to a total of 226 supplemental requests for information, exclusive of subparts, 

filed in the rate case. Responses to the requests for information in the base rate case 

are due on September 20, 2017, one day before the current due date for testimony and 

responses to requests for information in this case. Kentucky Power stated that there 

appears to be sufficient time in the existing schedule to allow the requested one-week 

extension without impacting future dates in the procedural schedule. 

The Commission finds that Kentucky Power has demonstrated good cause to 

extend the first step of the procedural schedule in this matter by one week. The remaining 

dates in the procedural schedule will remain in effect as originally established. 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that: 

1. Kentucky Power's motion to amend the procedural schedule by extending 

the date by which the Company is to file its testimony and responses to Staff's First 

Request by one week to September 28, 2017, is granted.
